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PROFESSIONAL GLOBE 
TROTTING. 


Ir is rather the custom of the 
present day, especially when one has 
travelled far enough to reach the 
true Orient, to ridicule the globe 
trotter and all his works. His get 
up is at timos remarkable enough : 
the ease with which he is victimised 
marks him out as easy prey to the 
hundreds of land sharks, respectable 
and otherwise, that lic in watt for 
him; his omniscience is the theme of 
many a joke, and his general foolish- 
ness, exhibited of course in his total 
ignorance of local custom, gives the 
finishing touch to a picture that has 
more of interest in it to the exile 
than to the wanderer himself. 

But there are globe trotters and 
globe trotters. Some are not entire- 
Ty undeserving cf the popular opinion. 
Bus there are others. These are 
gentlemen who like Dickens's 
troubler of the Circumlocution Office 
want to know. ‘Their appetite for 
information is insatiable. Nothing 
comes amiss to them. ‘Their brain 
pan is an omnium gutherum of 
facts, fancies, statics and dynamics. 
All that is, all that moves is of 
interest to them. They are trave!- 
ling interrogation marks and their 
name is legion.

NEWS FROM EUROPE. 


Berlin, 2nd May. 

At the opening of the Diisseldort Ex- 
position Chancellor Count Biilow delivered 
‘a speech, wherein he thanked the com- 
mittee for the efforts made to bring out 
the exhibition. He then stated that the 
Government was always willing to con- 
tribute its share to the economical pro- 
gress of the country. By adequate support 
agricultural industry would be able to en- 
large considerably ‘their home sales and 
thereby to increase the number of 
labourers employed. However, the 
Government would also at any time see 
that the products of German industry 
would find all protection abrond as far as 
the treaties would allow. In order to 
obtain this the Allied German Govern- 
ments have done the utmost possible to 
raise the duty on agricultural products 
and have gone therein as far as was con- 
sistent with the closing of long-running 
commercial treaties. But they have not 
gone astep farther. H. M. the Emperor 
absolutely agreed with him (Count Billow) 
that it was the main task of Germany 
to develop her economical powers and to 
maintain peace. ‘The Crown Prince in an- 
other speech said that the exhibition shows: 
what a modest nation could accomplish ; 
great success was obtained in regard to 
industry and art.

‘Tae launch by the Princess of Wales at 
Chatham on 25 March of the latest of our 
battleships, appropriately named Prince of 
Wales, recalls to the student of naval ship- 
building the last visit paid by an heir to 
the Throne to the same dockyard, when in 
1875 our Queen of to-day went with the 
King to launch the Alexandra: and it is 
not without interest to glance at the pro- 
gress of warship design within one gene- 
ration. First, in offensive power we find 
that ‘the modern ship carries four guns 
which each develop an energy of 39,843 
foot-tons, for they are of the Vickers type, 
and each may fire two 850-1b. projectiles 
per tiinute; while the ship of but twenty- 
soven years ago had as her most powerful 
gun a weapon whose energy was little 
more than one-eighth of that of the modern 
pice, and penetrated at 1,000 yards only 
12 in. of wrought iron, as compared with 
36 in. now. Her broadside fire in a minute 
was only cqual to about a ton of shot, as 
against the 5 tons to-day. Tho Alexandra 
was the last of the broadside ships; in 
her case the guns at the forward end of 
the main deck, and those on the upper 
deck within the citadel, were fitted in re- 
cessed ports to give bow fire; but it ill- 
compared with the four 850-lb. and thirty 
100-Ib. projectiles that may be sent after 
a flying enemy by the Prince of Wales. In 
addition to the four 50-ton guns in pairs 
within barbettes, this ship has twelve 6-in. 

nick-firers in casemates. As to defence, 
the 12-in. armour on tho limited area ot 
the broadside of the Alexandra could 
easily be perforated by the 6-in. gun of to» 
day ; but the Prince of Wales has a broad- 
side belt, 9in. thick for the most part, of 
quite double resisting power to that in tho 
old sl ‘This belt is reduced in thickness 
to 7-in. towards the end, then to din., and, 
finally, at the bow to 3in. As to speed, 
tho Alexandra, which is a 15-knot ship, 
was a great step in advance in her day; 
the Prince of Wales is to go 18 knots. The 
Alexandra had oral boilers, working at 
60-Ib. pressure; the new ship has water- 
tube boilers, giving steam at 3001b. pres- 
sure. In her equipment she will also in- 
clude submerged torpedo tubes, wireless 
telegraphy, electric gear for many pur- 

ses, and other apparatus unknown in 
the Alexandra, all tending to greater and 
more accurate fighting power, so that tho 
fact. that she costs twice as much as did 
the ship of the past gencration brings its 
compernating advantages.—“Enginecring”

Ove of the most interesting ship-repair 
jobs yet carried out in England is that 
now being completed at Sheerness Dock- 
yard, of which ptain Gerald C. Langley 
js Captain Superintendent. ‘Thi work is in 
connection with the reconstruction of the 
torpedo-boat destroyer Salmon, which, as & 
result of collision with one of the passenger 
steamers of the Great Eastern-Railway, was 
almost cut in two parts transversely, one- 
halé of her length, the bow part, being 
driven out of line to the extent of 15 ft. 
at the stem, listed to starboard to the 
extent of 5 in. in 12 ft., while the keel was 
from 6 in. amidships to 21 in. at the stem 
jower than the stern part, which remained 
unaffected. Such a contortion in all three 
possible directions is almost unique, for 
although there have been cases of torpedo- 
boat destroyers having their bows stove in 
concertinawise, by rinalog against some 
obstacle of greater tenacity than the ductile 
steel of which they have been built, there 
have been no cases where damage has been 
0 extensive without complete loss; and 
similarly there have been few instances 
where the metal has been called upon to 
stand such severe stress, and has proved so 
satisfuctory. This demonstration of the ex- 
tent of fatigue which steel of suitable 
quality will survive is peculiarly opportune

Tne bilingual Magazine “The Japan 
Register” for April has reached us, and is 
fully up to its usual level of excellence. In 
a leading article on the House Tax Dis- 
traint the editor takes the view that “the 
action of the Government is wrong in this 
case. They are committing a tactical 
error, which will bring with it loss of cre- 
dit and prestige; and errors of this kind 
fare not very easily retrieved. The Im- 
perial Authorities have hitherto gained 
for themselves a good name for tact and 
shrewdness, it is therefore all the more in- 
comprehensible to us how they can have 
come to let themselves be led into acting 
jn such a. shortsighted and ungracious 
manner.” 


Brackuatise is nob unknown, by any 
means, in China, and it is a greab pity 
that drastic measures cannot be taken to 
put a stop to it among the native news- 
Papers in tho manner that is being adopt- 
Ei'in Japan, as the following extract 
from the “Japan Mail” will show :— 
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“Among the. persons against whom the 
polite have found it necessary to put into 
operation the provisions of the Yekai-rei 
(premonition regulations) sinea the begin- 
nig of 1901, there are no less than twenty- 
one whose offence is making use of news- 
papers for the purpose of blackmailing. 
Such is the Nichi Nichi Shimbun's com 
putation. ‘The police have now extended 
their operations to Osaka and the districts 
westward of it. One idea is that news 

jes will be required to put up security 
, just as newspapers are alread 
obtiged io do. Certainly that. precaution 
ought to be adopted, for the responsi- 
bility of news agencies which have access 
to the columns of several journals simult- 
ancously is at least as great as tke re- 
bility of individual journals. Of 
course every repectable person is in 
sympathy with the efforts of the police to 
correct one of the worst abuses of the cen- 
tury. If all yellow journals could be ruled 
out of existence; soctety wonld be pereepti- 
hy the gainer.” But this official interfer- 
ence does not inspire complete confidence, 
in view of the apathy of the people them- 
selves. Tt is probably true that the police 
have been largely assisted in their opera+ 
tions by private individuals, but still the 
fact remains that the Japanese people seem 
singularly unable to protect themselves in 
these matters, Many of them evidently 
prove a ready prey to the blackmailer, and 
ve scarcely ever hear of journalists or pro- 
prictors of journals cited before the courts 
Of law to answer for their villainous at- 
tacks on private reputations. The police 
cannot suecced without more active co- 
operation on the part of the public. 

From the “Nagasaki Pros” of the 28th 
April we learn that Count Tnouye, who 
arrived at Bakun lately, is (o inspect the 
Government Tron Foundry in Wakamatsu 
and several collieries in Chikugo pro 
during his stay.

‘Pur following extract from ‘The Londen 

gus” ro tramways is of considerable 
interest. If the new system should turn 
out to be safe, reliable, and also cheap, it 
will go far to remove the prejudice that 
many have against tramways generally 
because‘of tho overhead trolleys which are 
generally used. 

“Nowhere in the country where tramway 
development is procecdins does greater 
interest centre than at. Wolverhampton. 
‘The Midland town has adopted a system of 
electric traction which is absolutely novel 
fn this country, and which has been little 
tried elsewhere. The principle is what 
is known as the Lorain surface eontact. 
Instead of the motive power being derived 















































from overhead trolleys, or underground 
conduits, the force is secured by contact 
with surface-plates placed at regular in- 
tervals in the track. In theory it is an 
admirably simple and effective method 
of transmitting power, and it has the 
added advantage of cheapness, as com- 
pared with other systems. But, as is 
natural in the case of an innovation of the 
kind, there are doubts amongat the timid 
as 10 the outcome of the venture. From 
the first these have found vigorous expres- 
sion in tbe logal Corporation, and the 
‘opening of the first section of the now line 
2 few weeks since has not served to entirel 
dispel them. Those who look wit 
suspicion on the enterprise have, indeed, 
ratlier been disposed to increase their 
opposition, and to call a halt to the 
scheme before the Corporation was 





hopelessly committed to it. In the 
circumstances, the Corporation wisely 
decided to call in an_ independent 
expert to give a candid opinion upon the 
uestion. ‘The report of this gentleman, 

ir. H. Lea, of Bennett's Hill, Birming- 
ham, has now boon recoived, and it 
cannot be said to be altogether conclusive. 
Practically it amounts to a cautious ap- 
proval of the ayetem, qualified by the 
statement that he had not had sufficient 
time in which to teat its qualities thorough- 
ly. A few passages from the summary 
given of the report in the Birmingham 
Post indicates the attitude taken up: 
‘He did- not think it was possible for 
any expert to be in position to pre- 
dict the ultimate success or failure of 
the system by looking at it for ‘some. 
thing less than thirty days, but ho had 
not been able to discover any inherent 
defects which should prevent the Corpora. 
tion from anthorising tho contractors to 
complete the equipment of the remainin, 
eloven milos of route, The utmost care an 
most careful observation, and the keeping 
of the fullest possible records during the 
twelve months’ trial of the system will 
be necessary in order that a definite con- 
clusion may be arrived at by tho time that 
period kas slapsod. Ho regarded a period 
of twelve months as being all too short for a 
complete investigation into the practic 
bility of any surface contact system, bet 
with dificulties, as it undoubted! 
The Wolverhampton Corporation will pro- 
bably find It somewhat difficult, to deter- 
mine their course of action bv this report. 
In ono and the samo breath, Mr. Lea tolle 
them that thoro are no ‘ inherent dofects ” 
to prevent tho full prosocution of the enter- 
prise, and that a trial of at least twelve 
months ia needed to fully detormine the 
value of the system. But it is the way 
of experts to be cautious. Their occu; 
tion would be gone if they wero too posi- 
tive, for the best-laid schemes aro apt to 
go wrong.”

REPORT TO THE 
U. S. CONGRESS.

Tue Report of the Hon. William 
W. Rockhill, late United States 
Commissioner to China, with the 
accompanying documents, makes a 
bulky volame of nearly 400 pages. 
It was transmitted to the Senate 
and House of Representatives by 
President Roosevelt on December the 
11th last year, three months after 
the Commissioner had finally left 
Peking. 

The raison @étre of his appoint- 
ment is set forth by the Commi: 
sioner in his communication to the 
Department of State, dated Wash- 
ington, November the 30:h, 1901. 
He says :—* In July, 1900, when 
the anti-foreign uprising in China 
had cut the Government off from 
commuication with our Minister at 
Peking, and it was decmed of gre. 
importance that the general eoadi- 
tion of affairs in that conn'ry should 














be promptly reported én and 
the: bearing of events on American 
interests exactly determined, the 


President was pleased to appoint me 
Commissioner of the United States 
to China.’ 

‘The Report opens with the cireu- 
lar note of July the 3rd, 1900, to the 
Powers operating in China, defining 
the purposes and policy’ of the 
United States. One passage in this 
note is worth quoting, as it sets 
forth, in a concise form, tho attitude 
of the United States in face of the 
Boxer uprising two years ago. The 
passage reads as follows :—“ We 
adhere to the policy initiated by us 
in 1857 of peace with the Chinese 
nation, of furtherance of lawful com- 
merce, and of protection of lives and 
property of our citizens by all mea 
guargnteed under — extraterritorial 
treaty righ's and by the law of 
nations. If wrong be done to our 
citizens we propos? to huld the re- 
sponsible authors to the utterm: 
accountability.” It is interesting to 
notice that in the Imperial S 
dated July the 19th 1900, ti 
mitted to the President of 
United States, the following p 
oceurs:—"It is highly gratifying to 
us to learn that the United S-ates 
Government, having in view the 
friendly relations between the two 
countries, has taken a deep interest 
in the present situation. Now China, 
driven by the irresistible course of 
events, has unfortunately incurred 
well-nigh universal — indignation.”

case, would practically place the 
lives, property, and welfare of Chinese 
residents in the hands of a dictator. 
Whether sch an arrangement wou'd 
be to the advantage of the community 
we leave it to our readers to decide. 
'bat irregular warrants have been 
frequently endorsed unwittingly, and 
on insufficient information, by Senior 
Consuls in the past is a fact well 
known to every resident interested in 
the history of the Settlement. A re- 
cent Shéngko case connected with the 
US. Consulate-General affords an 
interesting example, and no doubt 
the Municipal archives will produce 
instances where execution has not 
been given to such documents. It 
has never been claimed by any Senior 
Consul in the past, so far as we are 
aware, and it has certainly never 
been admitted by Ratepayers or 
Council, that the protection of Chinese 
residents from oppression or malprac- 
tices of the native Vourts is no con- 
cern of the Municipality. ‘This is, 
in fact, the claim advanced in the 
Consular Body's letter of the 2nd 
inst. a claim which the Council is 
unable to admit, and in regard to 
which the Electors are to be con- 
vened in special meeting. 

We consider it to be the duty of 
the Council to lay before the public 
without delay, precedents, not only 
for the investigation and suspeusion 
of Chinese warrants in countersigned 
form, but documentary evidence of 
the Consular Body’s formal recogni- 
tion in the past of those principles of 
local administration which now ap- 
pear to be called in question, and 
especially the right of the Council to 
refuse extradition of native defend- 
ants except after formal trial at the 
Mixed Court, a principle firmly es- 
tnblished, we believe, of recent years, 
‘As to precedents justifying warrants 
for the summary arrest of several 

ersons and their extradition to the 
French Mixed Court ina civil case, 
if it be, as the Senior Consul states, 
that such are to be found in his 
records, at dates subsequent to the 
establishment of the principle above 
referred to, we know of no authority 
nor procedure of justice under which 
the Council is authorised to counte- 
nance such proceedings. Certain 
is that they have never been official- 
ly sanctioned or recognised either 
by the community or by their re- 
presentatives. If such high-handed 
and irregular treatment of native 
residents (who pay taxes to the 























return a reasonable measure of pro- 
tection) can be shown to have been 
permitted in the past, the foreign 
community will expect the Consular 
Body and the Council alike to pre- 
vent its occurring again. ‘The 
natives in this Settlement are en- 
titled to expect fair treatment. 

We propose to revert to this ques- 
tion at an early date; in the mean- 
while we publish in another column 
extracts from the very able address 
delivered by Sir Rutherford Alcock 
to the landrenters in 1854, to which 
one of the Council’s letters refers as 
fully deserving of the attention of 
the Consular Body of to-day. That 
the right uf self-government was fully 
recognised as vested in this com- 
munity by the representatives of 
the Treaty Powers in 1854 (Great 
Brit France and the United 
States) is an interesting fact which 
the present Senior Consul would 
appear to have overlooked.

We regret to hear that the only 
Christian student remaining in the 
Government School at Chinan has 
been dismissed for refusal to join in 
the Confucian worship. Dr. Hayes 
has notified the authorities that un- 
less there is, in the meantime, a 
modification of these rules, he and 
the six teachers in the foreign de- 
partment will leave at the expiration 
of the six months’ notice required by 
his engagement. 

We consider the exclusion of 
Christian students a most unwise 
proceeding on the part of those 
responsible for it. Who these may 
be it is not very easy to deter- 
mine ; but we do not for a moment. 
believe that the Director, Chou ‘Tao- 
tai, is to blame in the matter. From 
all we know of him he appears to be 
too level-headed a man to approve of 
such a step. We are rather inclined 
to think that the blame rests on some 
of the high provincial authorities in 
conjunction, probably, with certain 
Peking reactionaries, If such be the 
case it will only serve to strengthen 
the view we have held for some time, 
that the Chinese Government is 
not sincere in its professed zeal to 
advance Western education. It is 
also probable that those officials who 
are sincere in their desire for reform 
are aware of this. If so it cannot 
but tend to discourage’ and di: 
hearten them. Dr. Hayes and his 
co-workers are !o be congratulated 
on the firmness they have shown in 
notifying the authorities that, unless 
some modification of the objection- 
able rules is agreed to, they will no 
longer be willing to remain at their 

osts.

School at Chinan is to be followed by 
a similar mode of procedure in the 
other schools and colleges under offi- 
cial control, then we may conclude 
that a serious obs‘acie has been 
placed in the way of the educa- 
tional advancement of the young 
men of this country. The step is 
a retrograde one from whatever 
point of view we look at it, 
and it cannot but be a matter 
of deep concern and apprehension to 
Vall who are spending their timé and 
strength in seeking to uplift China 
from the slough of despond, and to 
enable her to take a higher position 
among the nations of the earth, 
Ignorance, dense and impenetrable, 
has undoubtedly been the prolific 
source of most of China’s woes and 
sorrows in the past, and those in 
high positions who, we suspect, can- 
not but be cognisant to some extent 
at least of this fact, appear to be 
determined to place as many obs- 
tacles as possible in the way of the 
enlightenment of the people. 

It remains to be seen what will be 
the outcome of the resolute stand 
made by Dr. Hayes and his col- 
leagues. In the meantime, however, 
we trust that any other foreign 
teachers or professors, who may be 
placed in a similar predicament. will 
have the wisdom and courage to act 
ina like manner. It is possible that 
united action of this kind may have 
the effect of causing the Chinese 
authorities to hesitate a while, before 
deliberate'y determining to alienate 
and discard a body of men who are so 
eminently fitted to be the pioneers 
in the new educational enterprise.

The Rebeliion. 

In my last communication, I am afraid 
I rather underrated the Kuangsi Rebel- 
lion, but in doing so, I merely passed on 
the then current opinions, and, in any, 
case, possibly counteracted some of the 
wild statements that have appeared in 
the press. The missionaries did, after 
all, leave Nanning, having to wait for 
nearly three weeks before the officials 
were able to provide sufficien’ escort. 
Theso were Mr. and Mrs. Landiss and 
child, of the Alliance Mission. ‘hey re~ 
port that large bodies of rebels were on- 
camped near Nanning, and their rifles 
could be daily heard as they were ravag- 
ing the country, a large proportion of the 
villages having thrown in their lot with 
them, These rebels number many thou- 
sands, and have modern arms and smoke- 
less powder to a large degree. One of 
the officials, in conversation with Mr. 
Landiss, expressed his wonder where they 
had obtained these. Perhaps the con- 
yersation I had with a boatman from 
Longchow, who had several recommenda- 
tions from officials in the employ of tho 
French “Chemin de Fer du Kwongsi,” 
written in French, may give a clue, 
though there may he another side. He 
said that on the border, not so very long 
ago, a large force of rebels went, into 
French Territory, and I suppose took from 
some military store a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition. It is also a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that almost 
all the guard-boats are continually smug- 
gling arms up the river. This, not to 
mention tho large import of arms, has 
been going on for years. Three years 
ago Consul Hosie warned the local offi 
cials about it. Their answer was as usual 
oracular, “ Never fear; while we have all 
the what are the use of 
the rifles?” ‘But anyway there is the am- 
munition being discharged disagreeably 
near the heads of the said officials. Be- 
sides, the numbers of troops who havo 
joined the rebels, of course, took their 
arms and ammunition, The last rumours 
report that Nanning is entirely surround- 
ed by the rebels and that all communica- 
tion is ent off. From Nanning, as con- 
tre, the chief arca of disturbance seems 
to be to the North East as far as Li 
chow. To this should be added the di 
dricts South of the river, which are con- 
stantly in rebellion. As far as I have 
been able to find out, the Roman Catho- 
ics have not left Nanning, either not hav- 
ing been summoned by the French Con- 
sul, or, if summoned, have not heeded 
his call. Speaking of the French leads 
me to say that the French River Gun- 
boat, Avalanche, spent two days at Wu- 
chow, leaving this morning. No British 
war-boat has been here for some little 
time. 


Late Rains.

different to them, saw and thought in 
reality with the most wlvanced thinkers 
and statesmen of those early day 
the new er, and how patriotic, and 
a’ the same time strong-minded he 
showed himself to be by his so boldly 
trampling under foot a long-established 
national prejudice, thus trying to set an 
example to the nation, which thenceforth 
had to enter onanew career. As a matter 
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of fact, it was only three years after, in 
the month of October, 1871, ‘that His 
Highness was able to realise his long 
cherished hope and to set out fur England. 
But those three years were probably the 
most even'ful three years in the whole 
history of Japan, pregnant as they were 
with events which were to change the 
destiny of the Empire. The Tunperial 
Government, which was absolutely new in 
its organisationand ngredients, could 
not under these circumstances well spare 
just then the services of so impor a 
personage as the Prinee. The Restoration

Mining Catastrophe. 

‘The Cardigan mine in the Ballarat dis- 
trict. was recently the scene of a terrible 
fatality. Karly in the morning, just after 
the shift had ‘started work, an inrush of 
water occurred in the drive in which the 
tien were working. Some three or four 
managed to battle their way through and 
reach,the shaft whence they wero hauled 
to the surface in safcty. Six of their 
mates were left below, and the greatest 
anxiety ensued as to their fate, Pumps 
were immediately set to work at full 
speed, but repeated inrushes of water baf- 
fled the attempts of the reseiing party to 
yet below. Eventually the water ‘was 
sowered sufficiently to allow of an attempt 
being made. This was forty-eight hours 
after the first inrush occurred. Proceed- 
ing cautiously along the drive to the bot- 
| tom of the balance shaft, the party hailed 

‘on the chance of any one being left alive 
in the top of the shaft, and wero relieved 
to hear an answering ’ voice. Climbing 
slowly up the ladder to the head of the 
shaft they found two truckers, who had 
spent the whole of that awful time perch- 
ed on the staging carrying the hauling 
gear. They were quickly conveyed to the 
surface, where they were found to have 
suffered little, physically, from their forced 
entombment. ‘Tho rescuing party then 
[descended again, and at some distance 
along the tunnel, from the head of the 
balance shaft, came across the bodies of 
[two of the missing men, who had been 
shed by the current into a little work- 
j ing off the main tunnel. So far shir of- 
forts to recover the other two  buies 
have been unsuccessful, a vast amount of 
slime and other material blocking the 
way having to be first removed before the 
whole of the work:ngs can be explored. 
Upon nows of the disaster reaching Mel- 
bourne, telegrams of sympathy were dis- 
patched by the Governor-General, Gov- 
ernor Clarke, and the Premier, who is al- 
so legal manager to the Company, whilst 
later, substantial cheques were forwarded 
to the subscriptions got up in Ballarat, in 
id of the families who have sustained the 
loss of their principal bre:d winners. 


Holidays Marred and Drought 
Broke. 


Froma_ meteorological standpoint the 
Easter holidays opened badly. Within three 
days, no less than 5 inches of rain fell in 
the ‘metropolitan district, whilst the 
country generally was blessed with a co- 
pious downpour. For a period of 48 hours 
work in the Bay and at the piers was at a 
standstill, vessels arrived, but nothing in 
the shape of launch or tug could approach 
alongside to put health or harbour officials 
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on board, so tremendous was the sea run- 
ning. The volunteers’ Easter camp at 
Langwarrin \-as totally abandoned on the 
Thursday pretious to Good Friday, for the 
sufficient reason that the place was under 
water. Adv-nco parties had gone down 
two days ealier to prepare the lines, but 
their work was entirely thrown away ow- 
ing to tho éapriciousness of the elements. 
‘The miniature fleet, however, carried out 
an abbreviated portion of .acir progrannne. 
‘This is the annual opportunity for the 
Naval Brigade to get in a little work 
afloat. The abandonment of the Volun- 
teers’ camp is tho more to be regretted be- 
cause, owing to a tightness of the State's 
financial affairs, it has not, for the last 
two years, been organised. ‘On the other 
hand, the soaking wo have just received 
has been of inestimable benefit to those 
on the land, no matter to what particular 
branch of agricultural or pastoral work 
their efforts aro directed. Up to a week 
ago, the country was threatened with a 
water famine; for wecks the Railway 
Department has been carting water to 
various points in the thirsty Malleo dis- 
triets, and farmers, instead of preparing 
their’ land for ‘next season's crop, 
have been compelled to put in 
almost the whole of their timo 
carting water from various distances 
up to 10 and 15 miles, to keop themselves 
and such little stock as remains 
to them alive. There is absolutely no 
grass, and feed is up to almost prohibitive 
prices. War office contracts have denuded 
the country of the major portion of its 
available supply of hay.

‘Tho Railway Departmgnt will wel- 
come the cessation of running Sater trains, 
Swhoso cost runs into some thousands per 
week. 


Military Execution at Pretoria. 


‘A cable, published last month, to the 
effect that two officers of an irregular 
corps had been tried by court martial for 
shooting unarmed Boers and executed at 
Pretoria, attracted but passing interest 
locally. ‘With the arrival, recently, of the 
Major in command of the detachment to 
Shich tho officers belonged, matters as- 
sumed a different and a local aspect. At 
present, the official version of the affair 
Js not to hand, the Premier only having 
cabled to South Africa for full particulars, 
just before the Easter Recess. ‘The facts 
BF the case, however, seem to bo as fol- 
lows. Whilst operating in tho Western 
‘Pransvaal in the latter months of the 
past year, a Captain Hunt, belonging to 
tho same irregular force, was killed in ac- 
tion. Some comrades, coming later on 
the scene, discovered that the Captain’s 
body boro signs of having been mutilated. 
Somo days later, a party of Boers wero 
captured, one of whom was wearing the 
Aeceased Captain’s uniform. The officers 
referted to, viz., Licuts. Morant, Han- 
cock, and Witton, held a drum-head court 
martial, found the prisoners guilty of mur- 
der, and shot them on the spot. The same 
treatment seems to have been meted out 
to subsequent captured Transvaalers. 
The action of these officers coming to the 
Imowledge of the Commander-in-Chief, 
rey were arrested, and conveyed to Pre- 
toria, to be tried by. general court mar- 
tial. "All threo were sentenced to death. 
But, for some reason not yet apparent, tho 
death sentence was not carried out in the

_ Sin,—I have the honour to address you 
in the matter of your letter of the 19th 
instant, addressed’ to tho Captain Super- 
intendent of Police, referring to. an 
application made to you by that Officer 
for your counter-signature on a summons 
against a Chinese coolio in the employ of 
Messrs. Ulysse Pila and Co., a French 
firm domiciled in the Foreign Settlement. 
This matter was discussed at the meetin, 

of the Council, and noting your refusal 
to endorse the summons for the defendant 
to appear before the Mixed Court of the 
Foreign Settlement, and your claim that 
such cases must be tried at the French 
‘Mixed Court, the Secretary of the Council 
was instructed to call ‘upon you and, 
while pointing out the Council’s objec- 
tions to the introduction of such proce- 
dure and its prejudicial offect upon the 
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administration of the Foreign Settlement, 
to endeavour to obtain  reconsidera~ 
tion of your views in this important ques- 
tion. From a report submitted by the 
Secretary subsequent to his interview 
with yourself, the Council learns with 
regret that you are unwilling to mo 
your claim to jurisdiction in regard to 
Chinese subjects in French employ and to 
exercise that jurisdiction in the French 
Settlement, i.e. to remove such defen- 
dants beyond the jurisdiction established 
and recognised as the authority to which, 
as residents in the Foreign Settlement, 
they are properly amenable. 

On behalf of tho Council I have now 
to ask your reconsideration of this ques- 
tion onthe following grounds : 

By an additional article of U. S. Treaty 
of 1869, it is expressly laid down that the 
grant of Foreign Settlements or Conces- 
sions by China shall “in no event bo 
construed to divest the Chinese Autho 
ties of their right of jurisdiction over 
persons within said tract of land except 
so far as tho right may have been ex- 
pressly relinquished by Treaty.” Subject 
to existing conventions the Chinese right 
of jurisdiction clearly covers and includes 
tho right to determine both method anu 
placo for proceeding against Chineso sub- 
jects. 

Tn the existing Regulations of the 
Mixed Court, established and reeognised 
by the Powers for tho administration of 
justicg in the Foreign Settlement, it is 
aid down in Article 3:—* Where a de- 
fendant is a native in foreign employ, the 
Sub-Prefect will first. communicate part!- 
culars to tho Consul of the Nationality 
concerned who will be bound to placo the 
parties before the Court, ete. The Consul 
or his Doputy may attend the hearing 
but he shall not interfere if no foreign 
interest is involved.” 

‘The Council notes that, under instruc 
tions of tho Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
the French Consul-General jis not per- 
mitted to ‘sit as a judgo outside of tne 
French Settlement.” Bearing in mind, how- 
ever, tho fact that in cases against 
Chineso subjects the official representa- 
tive of the foreign interest concerned sits, 
not as judge, but as assessor; furter- 
moro that it is the usual practico of the 
Members of the Consular Body (of whieh 
tho French Consul General is a member) to 
send their Deputies to the Court for 
eases, the Council trusts that you may <ee 
your way to reconcilo the adoption of sie!: 
proceduro with the Tnstructions of the 
French Government. It is conceivable that 
in cases of especial importance, a chanze 
of “venue? to the Mixed Court of the 
French Settlement: might commend itself 
oth to the French and the Chinese 
thorities as a matter of courtesy and as de- 
sirable on general grounds; but in the ab- 
senco of formal assent by the Chinese Gov- 
crnment and of instructions in a similar 
sense from the representatives of the 
Powers interested in the local Govern- 
mont of the International Settlement, the 
admission of a specific claim to such pro- 
cedure, as a matter of right, is one which 
can scarcely be admitted. 

‘The Municipal Council. acting under the 
authority of Land Regulations which have 
received the endorsement of the French 
Government as well as that of the other 
‘Treaty Powers, is entrusted with certain 
exceutive duties for “the better order and 
good Government of the Settlement.” By 
‘Virtuo of the same Regulations a Police 
Force is established and local Regulations 
jnade for general observance, and in deal- 
ing with Chinese defendants it is the estab- 
lighed practice, and of right self-evident, 
that they be ‘brought before the Court 
having jurisdiction within the limits in 
which such defendants are domiciled or 
where their offence was committed. In 
the present instance the coolie in the em- 

jloy of Messrs. Ulysse Pila & Co., was to 
Zo vcummoned for depositing garbage in 



















































the streets at unlawful hours, and your 
refusal to endorse tho summons opens up 
very setious questions of local administra- 
tion. It is evident that however cordial 
and reciprocal the relations between the 
two Settlements, regulations on this 

lc of the Yang-King-vang might in some 
respects differ from those of the French 
Municipality ; also that the Chinese Au- 
thorities of the French Mixed Court might 
lack, in dealing with cases arising out of 
offences committed in the Foreign Scttle- 
ment, a proper senso of responsibility. On 
the other hand, the attendance of a French 
Assessor at the Mixed Court,.to deal with 
eases where French interests are involved 
in conformity with the established prac- 
tice of the Consular Body, with o3 
conventions, and with the neces 
the ease. : 

It is an admitted principle in local ad- 
ministration, which the Consular Body 
consistently upholds vis-i-vis the Chinese 
Authorities, that native residents in the 
Foreign Settlement cannot be taken for 
trial or punishment beyond the limits ot 
the Settlement except after a formal hear- 
ing at the Mixed Court. At such hearing 
it would be proper for the Mazistrate, w 
the Assessor's consent, to order the pro 
ceedings to be — transferred to 
another court if 
would be an unnecessary 
of all ng procedure if 
thorities of the French Settleme 
claim privileges of jurisdiction over Chin- 
ese subjects in the Foreign Settlement 
which are not claimed by the repr 
tive of the Chinese Government.

Sin,—In continuation of my letter 
29th ultimo and in reference to the case of 
the warrant issued hy the French Mixed 
Court for the summary arrest of four native 
resident in this Settlement and connected 
withthe “Tai Sun Chong” Steam Launch 
Co., I have the honour to submit the follow- 
ing statement of the facts of thecase for the 
information and consideration of the Con- 
sular Body, and to request that, in th 
public interest, a decision may be arrived at 
in this matter, as well asin regard to the 
case referred to in my letter of the 17th 
ultimo, at the first opportunity convenient. 
to your colleagues and yourself. — The 
Couneil ventures to hope that, in view of 
the extreme importance of the 
arising out of the action of the French 
Authorities, and_ the obvious disadvantages 
resultant from irregularity or uncertainty 
of procedure, the Consular Body will con- 
sider these questions at an early date. 

of the case as recorded in the 
Minutes and Police Reports may 
fly stated as follow: 

On the 22nd of March a steam Iauneh 
belonging to the Tai Sun Chong Co 
(a firm resident in the Foreign Settle- 
ment) collided with a bridge in the 
Soochow Creck and foundered. No lives 
were lost.

tion must also necessarily be drawn between 
action taken by the Police Officers of the 
Settlements, mutually cooperating to ad- 
ce and expeliite the ends of justice, and 
tion taken, apparently in violation of 
justice and claimed as a matter of right, by 
he French authorities. ‘The Chairman 
undertook that the Police would be instruct 
ed to continue to execute all warrants for 
the French authorities without further 
question pending settlement of the whole 
matter by the representatives of the Powers, 
on the understanding that the Senior Consul 
would personally assure himself of the 
arity of the documents and that the 
pecilic case of the Tai Sun Chong Co. 
should be submitted for early consideration 
and decision of the Consular Body. 

Op the 29th April, the Senior Consul 
verbally informed the Chairman of the 
Council that at the request of the French 
Consulate he had endorsed a new warrant 
for the arrest of the four natives connected 
with the TaiSun Chong Co. and he requested 
its immediate execution. 

Regarding the question as one of grave 
importance, the Chairman convened a 
special meeting of the Council at which, 
after careful cousideration, the resolution 
recorded in my letter of the same date was 
unanimously adopted. 

‘The reasons which induced this decision 
are as follows :-— 


1—It was clearly understood by the 
Council, as the result of the interview at 
the Senior Consulate on the 26th April, 
that no further action would be taken in 
the “Tai Sun Chong” case until the matter 
had been submitted for consideration and 
decision by the Consular Body. Even if it 
were admissible that this understanding 
was based upon a misapprehension of the 
statements made upon that oceasion, the 
Council holds the opinion that the decision 
of such a case, involving not only -rights 
over the persous aud property of residents 
in the Settlement, but far-reaching pria- 
cipals of juristiction and justice, cannot rest 
solely with the Senior Consul acting upon 
his individual author but must neces- 
sarily be referred to the Consular Body as a 
whole. 
2.—It has been fully admitted as a fanda- 
mental principle of the local Government of 
the Foreign Settlement, supported by the 
Consular Body and recoguised by the Chi- 
nese Authocities, that uo Chinese residents 
may be arrested or removed from the 
ement for imprisonment, or trial, until 
he charges against them have formed the 
subject of proceedings at the International 
Mixed Court. This principle, of vital im- 
portance to the prosperity and well-being of 
the native community, has been recognised 
and consistently upheld by the Consular 
Body and the Council cisi-ris the Chine 
ities themselves, especially since the 
ing coup a'étut of 1803, and whatever 
cases of different procedure may be found 
in the records of the past, there can be no 
question either as to the existence or the 
advisability of this procedure thus establish- 
ed. The Council is unable to admit, and 
is convinced that the Consular Body will 
not admit, that a principle of this kind 
should be consistently upheld risi-ris the 
Chinese Authorities, and allowed to lapse 
in the ease of a Chinese warrant bearing 
the seal of the French Consulate. 
$—In this particular case it has been 
brought to the knowledge of the Council— 
ue of the warrant— 
h firm (Messrs. Farnham, Boyd 
& Co, is direetly interested in the property 
and business of the defendants, and that this 
firm protests against the case being tried at 
the French Mixed Court. Furthermore, 
one of the defendants is Compradore to a 
German firm, whose representative has, it 
understood, entered a similar protest at his 
Consulate. These facts, while in no way 




































































































affecting the main principle on which the 
Council’s action has been based, appear to 
justify the conclusion that sufficient enquiry 
had not been made into the ease before 
countersiguature of the new warrant by the 
Senior-Consul 

4.—If, as would appear to be the case, 
the non-execution of the warrant will entail 
measures of a retaliatory nature by the 
French Authorities, the Council would 
point that a modus rirendi can ouly be 
reached after consideration of the matter 
by the Consular Body. It is to be observed, 
however, that no violation of principle ot 
surrender of rights on the part of the 
French Authorities would be involved if, 
pending settlement of the entire question, 
the case were tried at the Mixed Court of 
the Foreign Settlement where the French 
Consul-General is properly entitled to be 
represented if he thinks fit. 

5.—In conclusion, I have the honour to 
state with reference to your opinion, verbally 
expressed, that the Council is not’ properly 
concerned in protecting the rights, persons 
and property of native residents, that my 
colleagues and myself are unable to share 
that view. ‘The Council would be failing in 
adue sense of responsibility to the Rate- 
payers if it were admitted that the well- 
Telng and fair treatment. of law-abiding 
native residents and tax-payers are uo

Sin—I have the honour to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of this date in reply 
to mino of yesterday on the subject of 
the warrant issued by the French Mixed 
Court for the arrest of four natives con- 
noeted with the Tai Sun Chong Steam 
Launch Co 

Tho Council, as already stated, delayed 
execution of the warrant in question not, 
as you suggest, in the assumption of ju- 
dicial functions but simply in adherence 
to the understanding made with yourself 
that no steps would be taken in the mat- 
ter pending its further consideration by 
tho Consular Body. That Body having 
now considered the case and having come 
to the conclusion that this warrant should 
he executed, the Council, with a view sole- 
ly to removing all possible cause of fric- 
tion pending a clear understanding upon 
the general principles involved, will—un- 
der protest—instruct the Municipal Police 
to give effect to the warrant. 

To avoid future misapprehension on 
this subject, however, I have the honour 
in the name of the Council to state res- 
pectfully, but at the same time distinctly, 
that tho Council is unable to comply with 
the demand contained in the concluding 
paragraph of your letter under reply, or 
to accept the general conclusions convey 
ed in that communication. It is the opi- 
nion of my Colleagues and myself—an 
opinion which we are convinced will be 
endorsed by this self-governing interna- 
tional community—that to admit the 
opinions you have therein expressed would 
be a stultification of every tradition and 
privilege of the Municipal Government of 
Shanghai. ; 

The Council cannot but consider it a 
matter for regret that tho Consular Body 
should, by endorsing tho opinions to whieh 
I refer, ignore the entire history of the 
Foreign Settlement and countenance ac- 
tion which the Ratepayers cannot fail to 
regard as a direct infringement of the 
just rights and liberties of residents with- 
jn Municipal limits, Jt has been the ex 
tablished right, practice and tradition of 
the Municipality, since the foundation of 
the Settlement, to exercise supervision 
over warrants issued at the initiative of 
Chinose officials for the arrest or punish- 
ment of native residents; without such 
supervision it must be obvious that the 
entire fabric of local government, the se- 
curity and well-being of the native com- 
niunity must fall to the ground, and it is 
‘equally apparent that no Consular Officer 
has at his disposal either the means or 
the opportunity to check those irregu- 
latities to which the native courts and 
runners are notoriously, addicted, itregu- 
larities of which the present case affords a 
striking example. 

Tn the name of the Council I have fur- 
ther to take exception to your statement 
that the execution of warrants and sum- 
monses by the Municipal Police is sim- 
ply a matter of convenience. The prac- 
tice is one of established right, and in this 
connection I have the honour to draw 
your attention to the conditions, rights 
‘and objects of Municipal authority in 
the Settlement as laid down and defined 
by Sir R. Alcock when introducing the 
present. Land Regulations to the Rate- 

ayers in July 1854. Those rights have 
Been maintained by the Council's prede- 
cessors in the past, by them the prosperi- 
ty and security of the Scttlement has 





























been established, and until instructed by 
the Ratepayers to surrender them, my 
Colleagues and myself must continue to 
uphold the privileges of this self-govern- 
ing community. 

Neither the Consular Body, the Coun- 
cil, nor the Foreign Community has ever 
been ready or willing to admit, as regards 
native residents within Municipal limits 
that “the jurisdiction of any court over 
any person can only be decided by the pro- 
per authorities of that person’s national- 
ity.” Such an admission would place the 
administration of this Settlement in Chi- 
nese hands and in refutation thereof I ean 
only refer you to the statement contitined 
in my letter of yesterday with regard to 
tle ‘recognised ‘proceduo ‘and practice 
h prevent the removal of any Chinese 
residents beyond the limits of the Scttle- 
ment without a prelimary trial at the 
Mixed Court. That practice has been es- 
tablished entirely as the result of initia- 
tive by the Municipal Council, with the 
co-operation of the Consular Body, but 
the opinions which you express in your 
letter under reply would, if accepted, in 
volve sacrifice of this principle and stulti- 
fication of all the results achieved in the 
past on behalf of the Community here 

















the Council is unable to follow 
the reasoning which ascribes to the re- 
presentatives of the national Govern- 
ments in China jurisdicial functions in reln~ 
tion to Chinese residents in the Foreign 
Settlement. The practice, in accordance 
wherewith the Senior Consul stamps war- 
rants for the arrest of Chinese subjects 
resident within Settlement. limits is not 
based, so far as the Council is aware, on 
any Treaty provision, but is the outcome 
of local arrangements and of a system of 
administration which has grown out of 
the exigencies of Shanghai's peculiar posi- 
tion and the form of its local govern- 
ment. 

In conclusion I have the honour to in- 
form you that the Council proposes that 
this question shall form the subject of 
discussion bythe Ratepayers to be con- 
vened in spocial meeting at an carly date. 
the meanwhile this correspondence 

be published in its entirety and with- 
out delay.

our ardent racing men desire, for. there 
were no less than 23 starters for the former, 
and 24 starters for the latter race. There 
were no less than 32 starters for the Griftins’ 


Hart Legacy Cup against 9 last year. These 
large fields of griffins are a record for 
Shanghai, and it is to be hoped that it is 
due to increased interest in the “Sport of 
Kings.” Yet it cannot be denied that the 
exceptionally wet training season prevented 
owners from fully ascertaining the merits— 
or demerits—of their ponies, and they 
therefore may haye run them on the 
chance of a win.

‘The fares for such use of the 
might be dropped to as low as one cent, 
and no doubt the new condit ons would 
soon induce the coolies to resort to this 
means of making up for their diminished 
call in the ordinary way. 

If the Yanykingpang is to be filled over 
and made an aventie, no better disposition 
could be made of it than to place the rails 
along one side of it. One side of the 
Soochow Creek (the Hongkew side) mizht 
in the same way serve line, and 
so the traffic to Thibet Road be made free 























of this incumbrance; after reaching there |

“TRAM VERSUS AUTOBUS.” 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonrn-Caisa Darcy News.” 


Sm,—In my letter of the 22nd ult, 
to you on this subject, I stated that the 
importance of Edison’s new battery had 
been underrated in discussion concerning 
the propulsion of public vehicles. The in 
vention of an effective motor of lizht 
weight has been the day-dream and des- 
pair of electricians since the automobile 
camo into vogue. Edison claims now to 
have solved the problem by the perfection 
of his new iron nickel-steel and water cell. 
Unlike other cells, there is no organic mat 
ter to deteriorate, or acid to corrode ; 


water is the medium used for enabling the | (j 


oxygen to traverse between the iron and 
nickel oxides. These are in the form of 
briquette 3in. x fin.s cased in perforated 
steel frames after being hydraulically 
pressed, this being the chief novelty in the 
coll. ‘Thus oxygen burns the iron, and 
yields electricity instead of heat.’ On 
charging the battery, the oxide of iron is 
reduced to metallic iron, and the oxide of 
nickel, absorbing the froo oxygen, is raised 
to a higher oxide. When the battery is 
discharged the oxygen so absorbed by the 
nickel goes through the liquid (potash and 
water) to the metallic iron, and oxidises it 
back to the original state. ' Edison and his 
disciples affirm that this new cell can be 
charged and discharged over 300 times 
without showing defects. Very carly in 
his researches he decided to fix the size of 
the cell at Ufin. x Shin, x Qin. to stan- 
dardiso it for packing in 1 - 
boxes, so this will be tho publ 
motor purposes. 

‘The weight of the now cell, 50 Ibs. per 
horse power against 115 lbs. now used, 
is a vast stride towards solving the pro- 
blem of safo motive power in horseless 
carriages and light dray wagons, and if 
Edison has not erred in optimism, the new 
discovery will relegate the Leclanche and 
Edison-Lelande cells into obsoleteness, al- 
so other cells claiming to have a less elec- 
tro-motive force than 1.87 per battery of 
similar weight. 

A curious coincidenco arose during Edi- 
son's search for a suitable iron ore to make 
briquettes, which resemble a tea bis- 

Ono of his foremen (he keeps over 
150 men in his great factory at Llewellyn, 
New Jersey) happened to visit Rome while 
excavations were proceeding in the con- 
crete of tho Colosseum, and noticed an 
iron bolt, evidently part of an anchor, 
imbedded in the Italian coment. It looked 
as clean as if placed there only a day, in- 
stead of nearly 2,000 years, and this being 
brought in a practical way before the 
‘Wizard,’ set him pondering as to what 
had provented acid corrosion im this ex: 
ample. This diverted his mind to the 
channel of coment and its components, of 
which the world will soon hear more in 
the way of an improved compound. 

To further increase the power of the 
new cell has been Edison’s incessant aim, 
and his recent ‘find’ in a river valley in 
Norway of an ample supply of iron-tock, 
containing over 30% of iron, one-third 
magnetic and two-thirds specular hema- 
tite, will tend to make his improved 
battery a commercial success.

Insurrection in Southwest Chihli,

report of an insurrection in Chihli from 
Yuan Shih-k‘ai, Viceroy of same :—A 
desperado of Kuangtsunghsien, Chilli pro- 
vince, named Ching Ting-pin, some time 
ayo gathered a number of followers under 
him, influencing them” by means of magic 
tricks and incantations, He and his men 
were soon afterwards disperse! by memori- 
alist’s troops. ‘The said desperado, how- 
ever, fled to the distriet of Chiilu, in the 
same province, where he again gathered 
together a number of followers. He then 
captured a party of officials and newly-re- 
cruited soldiers, numbering in all over fifty 
men, whom he massacred on the spot. Foi- 
lowing upon this the desperadoes attacked 
and captured the two cities of Kuangtung 
and Weihsien of this province of Chihli, 
destroying all the churches in the vicinity 
and plundering and slaying a number of 
converts. On the 26th Apsil last Ching 
‘Ting-pin and his men met a French R. C. 
riest, named Lo Tsé-p'u (?), while the 
rer was travelling on the hi:hroad, and 
killed him. ‘The said Viceroy on learning 
ofall this immediately telegraphed orders 
for the dispatch of additional forces to 
suppress the insurrection and capture the 
murderers of the said priest. Orders were 
also sent to find the body of the mur- 
dered priest for decent burial. We 
hereby command Yuan Shih-k‘ai to ‘ose ni 
time in suppressing the insurrection and 
capturing the head insurgent, Chins Ting- 
pin, so that he may be made to suffer the 
extteme limits of the law for his crimes. 
‘The said Viceroy must root out the whole | 
pest.

The Permanent Residence of 
Foreigners in the Interior, 

With reference to the above demand of 
J. Mackay, it is reported in Mandarin 
circles that the Chinese Commissioners 
have offered as an alternative, that a for- 
cign merchant desiring in the future to 
make permanent or lengthened rosidencs 
in the interior cities for the legitimate 
purposes of trade, should first obtain from 
the Consul of his nationality a sors of 
guarantee paper, to be stamped and sealed 
ty the native authorities, stating clearly 
the trading purposes of the merehant in 
question. "Armed with this the merchant 
may remain and reside in the interior as 
long as he pleases, always providing that 
the said merchant does nothing contrary to 
the laws of the lind, nor deals in con- 
traband goods.

The “Economy” of the Empress 
Dowager. 

It is stated from the North that the 
Provincial Treasurer of Chihli had to 
for the transport of the Empress Dowager's 
train to the Eastern Mausolea commencing 
with the second day’s j urney from Peking, 
that is to say. beginning from Yenehino ; 
the expenses of th: trensport between that 
place and Peking being borne by the Board 
of War, the Imperial Stud Court and the 
Jmperial Household Department.

carts, 1,500 coolies and earcers, 690 canels 
and 3,009 ponies; the daily dishtnsement 
for the above being about Tls. 4,800. 


The “Mercifulness” of the 
Empress Dowager. 

The same dispatch sneaking of the 
Empress Dowager’s Curtége 10 the Mau- 
solea, states that a body of Viceroy Yuan’s 
infantry had to march ahead of th: two 
sedan chairs of their Majesties, each chair 
he'ns carried by eight bearers. “The whole 
number of the Imperial sedan chair-bearers 
amouuted to over 800 men, those not 
carrying their Majesties’ chairs being pro- 
vided by the Provincial ‘Treasurer’ with 
ponies to ride and carts to carry them, so 
‘as to have the men fresh for their work. 
‘These bearers changed every five minutes, 
hence the progress of the Imperial train was 
quiterapid and made some twenty to twenty- 
five miles One can imagine then the 
fearful strain put on the fout soldiers of 
Viceroy Yun, marching ahead, who had 
to be almost on a constant run to keep 
their relative places in front of the 
Imperial sedon chairs. Add to this, the 
sultriness of the weather and the scurcity 
of water for the men; the consequence was 
that numbers of the soldiers fell sick or 
got a sun stroke and had to fall out of 
the procession. There were no ambu'ances 
nor sick carts provided, and therefore those 
who fell out of line were charged with the 
crime of desertion and shirking v OF 
course, the discipline of the army must_be 
preserved and the punishment for deserti: 
and the like in a Chinese corps is decapita- 
tion ; ergo, no less than o ghty odd wm 
fortnnate men were beheaded. “ths, Ein.

THE CHINA CUSTOMS 
TARIFF NEGOTIA- 
TIONS. 





A Special Commission appointed by the 
British Government to prepare a scheme 
for the readjustment of the Chinese Cus- 
(oms tariff and for other cognate purposes 
has undoubtedly a very dificult taste on 
its hands, China needs a larger national 
revenue in order to provide for tho in- 














demnities to be given to the foreign Gov- 
ents which took part in the recent 
coercivo military operations. How is she 





to obtain it? The Commission, at the 
head of which is Sir James Mackay, pro- 
poses to consent to such modification of 
the existing treaties as will allow the 
Chinese Government to re the Cus 
toms duties enormously. ntil a few 
nionths ago the ad valoret rave was from 
3 to 3} per cent, and it was stated a few 
days ago by the Chairman of the China 
Asociation that it is to be raised to 15 per 
cont, according to the recommendation of 
tho Commission. ‘Tho entire increase 
would thus be about 300 per cent. It is 
obvious that an additional burden of such 
magnitude would effectually prevent the 
expansion of our trade with China which 
ig generally expected to result from the 
pacification of tho country.

By none ie 
this object more earnestly desired or has 
Hat More warmly advocated than by 
them, They have, indeed, repeatedly. pro. 
tested against the continuance of likin, 
Which is an infraction of long-standing 
treaty provisions, ‘The disregard of these 
has Jed to an invincible belief that the 
Chinese Imperial Government, however 
ishful it may be to carry them out, has 
not the power to do xo, Indeed all those 
who have ad a long connection with 
China are deeply impressed with the diffi- 
culty of so” revolutionary a change. 
The entire provincial administration 
is supported by this internal taxation, 
and it would be a task well-nigh impossi- 
blo to put a stop to a system on which the 
swarms of mandarins “depend for their 
subsistence, Our Western ideas cannot 
be suddenly zmposed upon Eastern habits 
of mind, Even if the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the enlightened Vieeroys of the 
Yangtze provinces were sincerely desirous 
of making tho change, it is more than 
doubtful ‘whether they would be able to 
enforce it. By what guarantee could such 
a revolution be scoured? If after the 
signing of a new treaty and the establish- 
ment of a 15 per cent import duty fur- 
ther “squeezes” were imposed, at first 
in the remoter districts and afterwards 
more and more extensively, how would 
it bo possible to revert again to a lower 
Customs rato? The treaty would be sign- 
cd not by China and Great Britain alone, 
but by all the Powers, and their consent 
would be needed to the reversion. Hence 
would arise the materials of fresh inter- 
national complications. The difficulty of 
uprooting the likin system appears to be 
realised even by the Chairman of the 
China Association, Mr. Keswick, for he 
ix reported by tho “London and China | 
‘elegraph” as having lately said, with | 
reference to the proposed abolition of li- 
kin, that to his mind it was almost too 
good to expect that such an arrangement | 
could work smoothly until ofter a con 
iderable time. Great advantages would 
be gained by it, but he hoped the Govern- 
mient would be fully satisfied before en- | 
tering into any arrangement which might 
afterwards prove to be a mistake, and that | 
the guarantee given would be of such a | 
character as to convince the mercantile 
community that they were safe in repos- 
ing confidence in the new system. Mr. 
Keswiek’s view of the scheme is that in 
consideration of the increased import duty | 
“all articles, both native and foreign showld 
bo exempt throughout the whole of Cl 
from any other charge whatsoever.” If this 
view be correct it must tend to strengthen 
seepticism as to the practicability of so 
sweeping a proposal. Apart from the diffi- | 
culty of enforcing its decrees in all the 
provinces, the Chinese Imperial Govern- 
iment itself would not ve likely to do away 
with the internal taxes on salt and opium, | 
But in order to collect these the “harriers” | 
would have to be maintained, and oppor- | 
tunity would present! itself, which the | 
mandarins would know well how to use, 
for the purpose of exacting contributions 
from native dealers upon other merchan- 
dise passing the barriers. i 
But there is another aspect of the sub- | 
ject which claims the most serious con- | 
ideration.

This 
consideration is one which ought to be 
seriously taken to heart by our Govern- 
ment. ‘To it the mercantile community 
looks—and we hope it will not loos in 
vain—to havo regard in this matter to 
the permanent interests of British com- 
meree.—‘Manchester Guardian.”

Plece Goods.—The Import trade is quite disorganised now, business is at a standstill, and we do not. think wo ate far wrong 
in stating that not a single transaction has been made by importers since our last cirenlar on 24th ultimo. The reason for the 
lifeless state of things is of course the further fall in exchange and in boing quoted at 2/27 per tacl a new and unpleasant record has 
been established. Dealers who have still some unsold stock in hand are said to have followed the example of importers amd closed their 
books, and although some stiff losses, whore exchange was not secured, will have to be met there is ne appeargace of any. uneasiness 
among them but it would be idle to think that such a time can be passed through without causing some grief to the trade. * Clearances, 
fontrary to expectations, have continued to be made on a fairly free way but show signs of falling olf at the close. Tinsrsty is said to 
be rather casier while from Nawonwase we hear of several orders having been sent to this market for AsteRicay goods but as the prices 
offered are between three and four mace under the rates asked by Importers nothing can be done. Other markets aro quict theit 
requiremonts being filled by the auctions where prices, strange as it may appear, are not so strong as expected. 

elegrams from Maxcuesten report a firm market with little business passing. Cotton in Livenroot. is quoted 3} for spot cargo but 
for October November delivery the quotation is only 41%.
